W ashington, .Tun. 13.—Senator Davis 
continued and completed his speech in 
the executive session of the senate on 
tho Hawaiian treaty and wits followed 
by Senator Allen (Neb.), who spoke in 
opposition. 
Mr. ITavis said that the nation which 
controls Hawaii will control that great 
gateway of oonuncroe, as tho guns 
planted upon Hawaii would Im* pointed 
ii reef Iv ai tho mouth of the Nicaragua 
canal. 
Ho also devoted very careful attention 
to the importance of controlling Pearl 
barbar, now owned by the 
United 
States, saving that the nation which 
maintained possession of this harlsir 
would hold the key to the military sit­ 
uation iii the North Pacific. 
Mr. Davis ridiculed the objection 
made by Japan that the addition of Ha­ 
waii as United States territory would 
work a violation of Japan's 
treaty 
rights in tho islands. 
He said Japan 
should have been satisfied with the ter­ 
ritory wrested from I hum instead of 
wanting to gorge herself by the addi­ 
tion of Hawaii. 
The only way in which the United 
States could protect themselves against 
tho expected division of China would 
be to control the Hawaiian Islands. 
In 
ease we should fail to do this there was 
danger of losing every important trade 
advantage® which wore rapidly develop­ 
ing iii the far east. 
Senator Allen (Pop., Neb.) followed 
with a speech in opposition to the treaty 
which was comparatively brief. 
Some of the friends of Culia are try­ 
ing to force the administration into a 
more pronounced attitude toward tliat 
island, in exchange for their support of 
the Hawaiian treaty.

FOUNDATION 
OF GOLD. 


M onetary C om m u nion H eard by a Hon** 
C o m m ittee— A d v o ca te S in g le Sta nd a rd . 


W ashington, Jan. 13.—The mone­ 
tary commission has been given a hear­ 
ing by the hoax® committee on blinking 
and currency, on the commission’s bill 
proposing a comprehensive revision of 
the currency. Secretary Gage was pres­ 
ent. 
Ex-Senator Edmunds of Vermont, 
chairman of the commission, made the 
first nj leech. 
Mr. Edmunds referred to the experi­ 
ence of the great nations of the world, 
all showing he said that a single stand­ 
ard meant stability aud safety, while 
legal attempts at double standards meant 
disaster and panic. 
The first principle 
on which to bane a currency was to have 
mu* one standard ; that gold is the best 
standard, because it is tho most stable 
of all standards of value. 
When ex-Secretary Fairchild spoke, 
Mr. Cox askcxl if he was right in under­ 
standing that the measure accomplished 
two things. 
First, the establishment of tho gold 
standard; second, the retirement OI all 
paper currency except national bank 
notes. 
Mr. Fairchild assented to this, saying 
it was the practical effect of the bill.

The farm colony bill introduced in 
the senate of New York state recently 
by Mr. Pavey provides that New York 
city shall appropriate $ J OO, OOO for the 
establishment of an institution to be 
known as the Farm Colony For Va* 
grants, governed by a board of flvti mem­ 
bers, appointed by the mayor, with a 
superintendent in immediate charge. 
This board may establish the colony any­ 
where in the state that it deems most 
desirabla 
The colony will consist of buildings 
and grounds, equipped with such me­ 
chanical and other assistance as shall 
make effective the labor of the inm atea 
These inmates are limited to that class 
of male persons who may be convicted 
in the oourts of New York city of va 
grancy or habitual drunkenness, but 
who are not insane or mentally or 
physically incapable of being benefited 
by instruction in agriculture, horticul 
lure aud handicrafts. 
Magistrates in New York will have 
power to commit misdemeanants of this 
class between the ages of 16 and 30 for 
an indeterminate term, but the board 
may not retain a person so sent for a 
longer time than three years. 
It may 
parole the prisoner when there is a rea­ 
sonable probability that he has reform­ 
ed, but until the expiration of the three 
years he will be in the legal custody 
and under tho control of tho board. 
If 
he violates his parole or is about to 
lapse into vagrancy ar drunkenness, the 
board may issue a warrant for his arrest 
and return him to the farm colony. 
Every inmate, in the discretion of 
the superintendent, Bhall receive com­ 
pensation for his work from the earn 
ings of the colony.—New York World.

The transportation problem to interi­ 
or Alaska is one presenting many diffi­ 
culties not easy to overcome. 
Leslie D. 
Lawrence, a Denver 
man, has been 
studying the proposition and seems to 
have made a nearer approach to a solu­ 
tion than any one. 
Mr. Lawrence bas 
bad years of experience in the snow 
bound lumbering districts of Wisconsin 
and bas an invention that not only pre 
senti an easy mode of transportation 
after leaving Dyea, but can be put to 
various practical uses afterward. 
Mr. Lawrence s plan of transportation 
consists of a simply constructed combi 
nation double toboggan or sled, oar! and 
shelter. 
In introducing bis invention, 
for explanation Mr. Lawrence says: 
“ Beginning at Dyea with the snow 
problem up the canyons, the sleds are 
brought into practical use. 
As a man 
can ordinarily baul 600 pounds on a 
sled, two or more men can bani a great 
er load in proportion. 
With our sleds 
there is practically no lim it to the car 
Tying capacity. The motive power gov 
erns. The party is absolutely master of 
the situation at every point 
Loading 
their supplies on the sleds (including 
the cart), they proceed up the canyon to 
the steep mountain climbing, where th* 
cart fills its first part on this journey. 
The wheels aud axle are so constructed 
that they both turn, a spool attachment 
for the axle aud handle attachm ent for 
rim of wheels making a perfect one or 
two man windlass. Anchored to a tree, 
bowlder or anything solid, the loads are 
soon and easily worked to the summit. 
Then it is an easy journey down the 
moon tain and canyon to the lake. 
“ The lakes and upper rivers are one 
vast sheet of ioa The sleds are coupled 
up like a train, all hands olimb on, 
hoist a sail on the first or lead sled and 
glide over the ice at a rate governed by 
the velocity of the wind, down through 
the lakes to the rivers, having passed 
the most dangerous aud tedious part of 
our journey with ease and safety. 
“ Arriving at the portage, with open 
river and rough water, again the cart 
comes in for its p art As shown, simply 
the loaded sleds are balanced and baul 
ed over to the open river. Here they are 
unloaded and prepared for the water 
journey. Coupling up the sleds, the 
two long ones furnishing the ends and 
bottoms, the two abort ones furnish the 
ribs for sides, the flat form of the cart 
makes the center coupling, the wheels 
come in for the important part of stem 
wheel propeller, using the cleats taken 
from the short sleds for paddles of 
wheels. The crank shaft is long enough 
for three men to work at a time. 
With 
oat on bow to steer again we are mas­ 
ters of the situation for the rest of the 
water journey. 
If desired, they also 
equip the boats with one to five sets of 
oars and rudder. These boats, with com­ 
bined equipment, are particularly adapt­ 
ed to navigating the small inland rivers. 
Arriving at the destination the boat is 
readjusted for the inland journey as the 
occasion requires, either for snow, ice 
or portage. 
Arriviug at the goldfields 
the contrivance is set up, using part of 
the frame and canvas for a house. 
The 
long sleds form a practical sluice box, the 
short ones a rocker, or by reversing the 
long ones a most comfortable spring bed 
is formed, or may be used as a table. 
They are 2% to 3 feet wide, 6 to 8 feet 
long and 2 or 3 feet high. 
If advisable, 
two or three of the party can take the 
cart or sled, or both, with supplies for a 
couple of weeks or more and prospect 
the surrounding country, always pre­ 
pared to come aud go at will. 
"The cart as a windlass comes in good 
turn again if sinking to bedrock and 
working on those lines. 
"W ith the Lawrence combination the 
Klondiker is monarch of the situation 
ut every turn. 
These outfits are made 
for parties of 3 to 15 men, the runners 
aud ribs being of second growth hickory 
and the cleats selected white ash. 
The 
canvas for the boat covering is heavy 
goods, such as is used for hose, capable of 
standing ten times the strain that it eau 
possibly receive for this purpose. It will 
not leak, is made in form and fits the 
frame perfectly. 
There is not a nail or 
screw in the whole construction, bolts 
being 
used 
exclusively, a 
monkey 
wrench being the only necessary tool in 
puttiug together or adjusting in any 
form. A frame and other compendiums 
constructed to carry five men and their 
outfit will not weigh over 360 pounds, 
and if a man wants to return from the 
diggings he has something to get out of 
the country in and can travel anywhere 
with no expense. ” —Denver News.

Some of the interesting facts concern 
big the new metropolis of America, 
New York, are herewith given: 
Tbe city with cue largest and neartn 
iest dairies. 
The city with the greatest number of 
prehistoric graves containing interest­ 
ing relics of vanished races. 
The city having tbe widest and most 
prolific fishing grounds(including shell­ 
fish) within its borders. 
The city where the best shooting as 
well as fishing may be found aud where 
the greatest variety of wild animals— 
birds, beasts, reptiles and insects—may 
be found. 
The city with the best collection of 
skeletons of prehistoric American ani- j 
mals, aud tbe only city having valuable 
parts of the original simian progenitors 
of the human race. 
A measurement of a good map will 
show that the new city is 35 miles long 
from Mount St. Vincent on the north to 
Totteuville on the south, as the crow 
flies. 
A journey over the route by any 
regular conveyance would be two or 
three miles longer. 
The width of the 
town from the North river at Fourteenth 
street to the inlet between Far Rock­ 
away beach and Shelter island is a trifle 
over 19 miles, but the longest crosstown 
straight line that can be drawn is not 
far from 25 miles. 
Tbe area of the city as measured by 
the engineers is 358.65 square miles,

aid, unless blind, paralyzed, or otherwise 
physically incapacitated.

USING OLD CANAL BEDS. 


Ixmg Burled Irrig a tio n SjNtero In A rliona 
Uncovered. 
A western correspondent 
furnishes 
something doubly curious about the en­ 
gineering resonrces of the ancient past, 
and the contriving abilities and re­ 
sources in the west in the present in­ 
dustrial era; 
"During my last visit to Arizona I 
taw in the Salt river valley a sight that 
would striko a stranger as qneer. 
A 
steam dredging scow, such as is used in 
deepening rivers and harbors for navi­ 
gation, was voyaging slowly and stead­ 
ily through a wide strip of arid desert. 
It was started laudward from Salt river 
and was excavating its own channel 
ahead, the river waters following and 
floating it as it advanced. But. the work 
done v\as not, in faofc, the making of a 
new chunnel, but the digging out of an 
old one, the irrigating canal made by a 
civilized people that lived aud flourished 
and departed before recorded American 
history began. 
That there was a time 
when this wide valley, now being again 
redeemed to man, was a garden of 
plenty, teeming with inhabitants, is 
shown by the extensive and regular sys­ 
tem of broad cauals leading from the 
river, through whioh wuter for irrigat­ 
ing was conveyed for centuries. 
With 
driftiug sand aud eurth these canals 
still are plainly indicated on the face of 
the ground, aud so skillfully were they 
planned and built that modern engineer­ 
ing science applied to irrigation eau do 
no batter tliau retrace their course and 
restore them. 
What race laid out the 
cauals and built the towns whoso ruins 
are strung along the valley is a ques­ 
tion not yet settled by archaeologists. 
Aztecs cr Toltoca, or each in their tarn, 
probably tarried bere in their centuries 
long southward to lim valley of Mexico, 
aud tim ruins may be of un older people 
than either of them.

ClerH*»nd Inventor4* Devlro For Frounc­ 
ing More L ight From Oil Le nips. 
William Jackson, engineer of the 
Lake bhnre general office building in 
Cleveland, is the inventor of a lamp 
wh'k which bids fair to revolutionize 
tho kerosene lump trade if the illum i­ 
native results he obtains through its 
use are any criterion. 
For more thai) a year he has been at 
work on some sort of a device to enable 
the ordinary lamp to afford more light 
than it usually docs. 
This he believes 
be has succeeded in finding. 
That his 
view is shared by a number of other 
people is evidenced by the fact that he 
has been approached by a number of 
moneyed men who are anxious to pur­ 
chase the patent he has applied for or to 
secure an interest in the manufacture of 
the device. 
Mr. Jackson’* wick is nothing more 
or less than the ordinary one in use on 
the borning end of which is attached a 
piece of wire gauze perhaps one inch in I 
length. 
A quarter of an inch of the 
gauze is lapped uround tho wick, aud 
in the remaining portion is placed a 
thin layer of asbestus, leaving a slight 
air chamber between the end of the 
wick and the asbestos filling. 
The principle on which the wick acts 
is that gas is generated from tho kero­ 
sene after the wick is heated slightly. 
Then a beautifully clear white flame is 
produced which is oqual in illuminat­ 
ing power to the average six foot gas 
jet and is much whiter. 
The flame is 
absolutely smokeless, as perfect com- I 
bustic!! is assured. 
The particular feature of the wick is 
that it never needs trimming aud is 
practically 
indestructible. 
Ordinary 
kerosene is burned in the lamps, aud 
wicks for any style of lamp may be fit 
ted with it. 
It is the intention of Mr. Jackson and 
his partners to place the wick in the 
market before the 1st of February, aud 
a company is being formed to ii^iiufac- 
ture them. A location for a factory has 
already been secured.

The wick will probably be used in 
all the lamps on the Lake Shore trains 
which are not equipped with Piutscb 
gas.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

What is written is written. Let us 
consider the practical aspect of the Chi­ 
nese question. 
The United States can never be in­ 
sensible to what is taking place in the 
east. Tho development of our Pacific 
empire depends upon the closest com­ 
mercial relations with the east. 
These 
will increase tenfold with the construc­ 
tion of the Nicaragua canal, as much 
the duty of the twentieth as that of the 
Pacific railway was th© duty of the 
nineteenth century. 
We are deeply concerned in the au­ 
tonomy of China and Japan. The natu­ 
ral tendency of the oriental trade is to­ 
ward our Pacific commonwealths, and 
unless this trade is safeguarded it will 
pass into a stage of arrested develop­ 
ment. Whatever we may think of Chi­ 
nese barbarism or western aggression, 
the question is no longer one of senti­ 
ment, but of common sense. 


Take the resources of such an empire as 
China, the resources in men alone, th" 
temperance, he frugality, the fatalism 
which may be trained into the courage 
I of desperation and fanaticism. See what 
Japan bat d< ne iii a generation. Reinem- 
ber, then, what Japan achieved is possi 
I blo to Chino. Reflect upon the possibil 
I hies of such a genius as from limo to 
I time has arrect* d the destinies of a peo­ 
ple, dealing with Chinn as a military 
and mathematical problem. 
Compel 
these people to abandon the .faith which 
bas made them, to their sorrow, dis­ 
memberment uud shame, lover*of peace. 
Give th* rn the supreme alternative, and 
there is that in Asiatic conditions which 
may m ake a strange dream com© Irne. 
Therefore it is wise to look beyond 
the pomp aud glamour of the Germau 
war lord as he blesses his crusade to the 
wise. pathetic 
statesman who 
rules 
China. And, finally, it is not alone wise, 
but what is due to our prestige aud in­ 
terests in the east, and especially our 
Pacific commonwealths, to mail tain a 
neutrality of vigilance and resolution— 
resolute in minding our own affairs, but 
no less so in safeguarding them from 
the contingencies of wars of adventure 
ur the consequences of the selfishness or 
indifference of those who propose the 
elim ina tio n of China from ber place 
among

IN RABBITS* BODIES. 


How Qualls U nlaw fully K illed Are Smug­ 
gled Gut of Illinois. 
Further investigation of the unlawful 
quail shooting in Jefferson county, Ills., 
shows that the game laws have been 
violated in hundreds of instances, and 
evidence is in the hands of the officials 
which indicates positively that thou­ 
sands of quails have been shipped from 
this county since the quail law closed, 
the first of the present month. 
State Game Warden H. W. Loveday 
of Chicago arrived at Mount Vernon, 
Ills.v recently and is personally direct­ 
ing the war on the quail hunters. Dur­ 
ing the absence of the office force from 
the Adams express office at uoon a box 
was left, which on investigation by the 
game ward<n wus found to contain 31 
rabbits and 3 squirrels, from which the 
entrails had been removed. Snails were 
concealed inside these carcasses. 
Nine­ 
ty-one quails were thus found and seiz­ 
ed. It was impossible to learn the name 
of the man who left the box. About 150 
warrants for violations of the game 
laws are said to be out at this time.— 
Cleveland Plain Dealer.

' the western powers should they become 
paramount in the east for oar com mer - 
i cial rights? Can our commerce grow by 
sufferance? May we not be told, as Eng- 
lad has told France when Egyptian as­ 
cendency is in debate, that as we took 
no part in the civilization of the east 
we should have no part in eastern af- 
i fairs? France refused to participate in 
the bombardment of Alexandria, and 
therefore lier voice is silent in Egypt. 
We shall have no share in the partition 
of China, and nothing likewise remains 
but silence. 
Without anticipating a spirit of ad 
von tore and keeping shy of any policy 
of entangling antagonisms as faithfully 
as in obedience to Washington’s precept 
we avoid entangling 
alliances, 
we 
should maintain in the east an attitude 
of vigilant and active neutrality. 
All we crave is success in the markets 
and fields of China. This was oar poli­ 
cy when we pat npon Japan the gentle 
but finn prossore whioh opened her 
gates to the argosies of the world. Un- j 
der Commodore Perry it was an inter­ 
vention, we may even say an armed in­ 
tervention, in the cans© of commerce. If 
we were not indifferent to the continued 
sealing up of the ports of Japan against 
trade, how can we be indifferent to the 
sealing up of Chinese ports as a conse­ 
quence of the partition of China? 
It will be said that American inter­ 
ests are so bound up with those of the 
western powers that there can be no 
gain to them without a corresponding 
gain to us, that while Russia aud Ger­ 
many shake the tree we may stand by 
with open baskets and have our share of 
the falling fruit. The affairs of men are 
not governed by these gentle laws, and 
that nation fares best which watches 
longest. 
It woald be an abrogation of 
our rights as a commercial people, a 
neglect of our duties to our great Pacif­ 
ic commonwealths, to remain withont 
a logical policy in the east. 
Here, in a compact form, you have 
one of the greatest empires in the world. 
Even with Alaska added to our domain, 
China is 700,000 square miles larger 
than the United States. 
A single prov­ 
ince, but 10,000 square miles larger 
than 
California aud 100,000 square 
miles smaller than Texas, contains al­ 
most as large a population as the Unit­ 
ed States. The seas and rivers make it 
one of the most fertile as it is among 
the most salubrious of countries. 
To 
the advantages of nature, the soil ripe 
with rice and the waters teeming with 
fish, we owe tho vast population. 
A 
compact empire, containing every ele­ 
ment necessary to life, it may close its 
gates to mankind and want for nothing 
that mankind can give. 
For centuries it lias lived, in its own 
fashion, with its literatnre and art, its 
laws and customs, solving the problem 
of a civilization which was vital when 
that of Rome was dormant. In the course 
of events we have become drawn to it, 
until our material interests are alone 
surpassed by those of England and Ja­ 
pan, aud grow from year to year. 
It is wise on our part to heed such an 
expression of opinion as that of Li’Hang 
Chang. If China fails under the pressure 
of western powers, who can foresee the 
consequences? There is no chance of ar­ 
raying race against race, as England did 
in India. There are no creeds or hatreds 
that can be fanned into a spirit of re­ 
venge. The Chinaman in Canton may 
speak another dialect from the China­ 
man of Peking, bat he is a Chinaman 
all the same. 
It would be a graver task than even 
tho lightest and most valiant cruiser 
would invoke to attempt in China the 
policy of Clive aud India. China can be 
reached by patience, example and time. 
If we are impatient that more has not 
been done, remember what has been 
done by such a man as Ll Hang Chang; 
that we deal with the glacier rather 
than the avalanche; that there are prob­ 
lems of overpopulation, for instance, 
that may well give pause to the wisest 
statesmausbip. 
It may be the end. 
Perhaps it is the 
end. I am loath to think so. I recall the 
idea of Sir Harry Parker There is that 
in the Chinese problem which even half 
a century of farseeing statesmanship

This refers to the M etlakatla Indi 
ans, who, nuder the leadership of Alex 
ander Duncan, a missionary, recently 
settled on Annette island, off the Alas 
kan coast. 
They moved to the island 
from New M etlakatla, in British Co 
lumbia, a model settlement which they 
founded, but which they found mien 
durable because of the exactions of the 
Dominion government. Mr. Duncan was 
promised immunity from any interfer 
ence by our government, but the discov­ 
ery of rich quartz on the island has ex­ 
cited the cupidity of Americana Mr.

Senator 
Mason 
Considers 
I t a 
Schem e For th e Paris Show . 
Senator Mason will soon prepare and 
introduce a bill in the senate providing 
for a special appropriation for a corn 
meal exhibit at the Paris exposition. 
He hopes by this means to second the 
efforts of our representatives in Europe 
in widening the markets for the abun­ 
dant corn crop of the United States. 
In the fiscal year 'ending June, 1897, 
the United States exported 64,000,000 
bushels of corn and 1,000,000 barrels 
of cornmeal. The total corn crop of 
the United States is over 400,000,000 
of bushels, and it is capable of indefi­ 
nite increase if a market can be found 
for i t 
For some years the United States 
maintained 
a special commissioner, 
Murphy by name, whose duty it was to 
introduce cornmeal into the various 
continental countries. In Germany he 
was quite successful, and “ Murfybrod, ” 
or “ Murphy bread,” made from a half 
and half mixture of flour and cornmeal, 
became bo popular that the agrarian in­ 
terest there managed to have the tariff 
rates raised so as to check its importa­ 
tion.—Chicago Times-Herald.

“ HON. ANDREW JACKSON. ” 
The backbone of the Indian tribes 
hostile to the whites having been broken 
by a successful expedition in 1794, from 
that year dates the phenomenal pros 
perityof Tennessee, in which also Jack 
son shared. 
His business increased 
enormously, and as there was but little 
money in the country he took pay for 
bis services in lands at an average 
price of $i per acre, thus becoming 
wealthy in realty, and in 1794 acquir­ 
ing 640 acres of that magnificent prop­ 
erty subsequently known as The Her­ 
mitage. 
In the year 1790 Tennessee was ad­ 
mitted to the Union, an event which 
the people of that state have so recent­ 
ly and gloriously celebrated. Such was 
the prominence of her first solicitor that 
Tennessee decided to make him also her 
first aud only representative to the na­ 
tional congress, and he soon set out on 
horseback for Philadelphia, a distance 
of nearly 800 miles, reaching the seat 
of government the first week in Decem­ 
ber. 
This was his first emergence from the 
backwoods region where be had fought 
so strenuously and eagerly within his 
narrow limitations, and the Hon. Al­ 
bert Gallatin described him as a “ tall, 
lank, uncouth looking personage, with 
long black locks of hair anging over 
his face and a queue down his back tied 
with an eel-skin; his dress singular, 
his manners aud deportment those of a 
hack woodbine u. ’ ’ 


the party of the opposition. 
But he al­ 
so voted against nil foreign aggression 
and resistance to foreign influence. 
He 
served in the senate from November, 
1(97, to April, 1798, when he resigned 
his seat in order the more attentively 
| to devote himself to his great and grow­ 
ing trade in salt, negroes y#nd provi­ 
sions. As the energetic partner in the 
firm of Jac kson, Coffee St Hutchings 
and the owner of a flue plantation of 
constantly expanding acres he then had 
but little time to devote to politics. 
The company's store was at a place 
called Clover Bottom, seven miles from 
Nashville and four from The Hermitage, 
and there they dealt in dry goods from 
Philadelphia, grindstones, gunpowder, 
hardware aud cow bells, taking in ex- 
rhange the produce of the country, such 


as corn, wheat, tobacco, pork, skins aud 1 
furs, which they sent down the Cum­ 
berland and Mississippi to Natchez and 
New Orleans. They also sent an occa­ 
sional consignment of “ likely niggers” I 
down the river, for tho senator did 
something in the way of raising human 
live stock as well as of blooded horses, 
which latter he valued highly and 
raced occasionally. Jackson was then 
and always after a slave owner, and in 
a saline a slave dealer, having no sere- j 
pies about either owning or selling. 
“ His honesty was unquestioned, hit 
credit good all over the western coun­ 
try, and his indorsement on any paper 
as good as gold in hand.” 
It was shortly after he had served as 
senator in 1798 that he had that absurd 
quarrel with General Sevier, about 
which time also befell outw ith his old 
friend, Judge McNairy, with whom he 
had first come to Tennessee, aud to 
whom, it was always said, he was in­ 
debted for the first stepping stone to bis 
subsequent greatness, the position of 
publio prosecutor. After his return he I 
was elected to a seat on the supremo 
bench, and for six years thereafter was ' 
entitled to the distinction of being call- 
rd Judge Jackson, though it is not on , 
record that any of his decisions have • 
been preserved for their value as proc 
eden ta. 
The end of the century finds Judge 
Andrew Jackson an eminently prosper­ 
ous and honored citizen, having ad- | 
vaneed by leaps aud bounds from the Mr.

THE KI KST HERMITAGE, STILL STANDING. 
Thomas J em erson says of him, as re­ 
ported by Webster: “ When I was presi­ 
dent of tin*, senate, he was senator, aud 
he could never speak on account of the 
rashness of his feelings. I have seen 
him attempt it repeatedly and as often 
choke with rage. His passions are no 
doubt cooler now (1824). He hasbeen 
much tried since I knew him, but he is 
a dangerous- man. ” 
His first address to the house was on 
the 29th of December, when he urged 
and finally obtained a reimbursement 
to Tennessee of the total expenses of 
General Sevier’s expedition into the 
Cherokee country in 1798. This grant 
of a little over $22,000 obtained him 
the gratitude of his native state and 
his election to the senate the next year. 
He heard General Washington deliv­ 
er his address to congress in 1796, and 
by his negative vote on the question of 
its acceptance inTrols lined himself of 


liter to a seat on the supreme bench 
and having received from his fellow cit­ 
izens the highest gifts within their be­ 
stowal. 
It finds him a wealthy man, too, al­ 
ready a large landowner, probably pos­ 
sessing at least 50,000 acres, mostly 
wild lands, which had cost him next to 
nothing. 
He sold several acres of this 
land while in the senate to a merchant 
of Philadelphia, taking therefor notes, 
which he indorsed and converted into 
merchandise. The merchant went down 
in the financial crash, bis notes were 
pretested, and in order to meet them 
Judge Jackson sold more land, curtail­ 
ed bis expenses, and paid every creditor 
in full. That was Andrew Jackson, 
honest to a fault, his word better thau 
some men’s bonds. From that period of 
embarrassment, it is said, date his 
hatred of debt aud his deeply rooted 
distrust of all banking establishments. 
So late as 180-1 he disposed of 25,000 
acres of w ild land, paid the last dollar 
of his indebtedness and removed from 
the old blockhouse at Hunter’s Hill to 
the new aud more commodious Hermit­ 
age. 
The unstinted hospitality of The Her­ 
mitage, where good Aunt Rachel filled 
so happily the part of Lady Bountiful, 
was shared in May, 1815, by no less a 
personage thau Colonel Aaron Burr, 
then on his first tour of the great and 
little known western country. Judge 
Jackson already knew him, aud so rode 
over to Nashville, where Burr was be­ 
ing entertained at a public dinner, aud 
took birn back to his home. These two 
distinguished men finding themselves 
in accord on the questions of Spanish 
encroachments, the free navigation of 
the Mississippi, etc., there ensued com­ 
mercial relations by which Jackson, 
Coffee St Co., built five large boats for 
a certain mysterious expedition, the re­ 
sponsibility for which act, when the 
Burr affair was subsequently ventilated, 
the bead of the firm promptly repudi­ 
ated.

CO UNTERFEIT BILL FOUND IN NATION­ 
AL BANK OF W ASHINGTON.

The treasury officials are still greatly 
worked up over that $100 counterfeit 
(silver cffrtiflcate. One of these counter* 
• felts turned up in a package of bills 
which was received recently from the 
Chicago subtreasnry, and there was an­ 
other in the St. Louis batch, and still 
another in the Philadelphia budget, 
while one was brought to light in the 
cash of the National Bank of Washing­ 
ton, one of the oldest institutions in 
the capital 
It is the belief of the de­ 
partment officials that a gang went to 
work simnltaneouly in all of the large 
cities, and it is purely a matter of spec­ 
ulation as to when it commenced. 
Mr. Creraer, the assorting clerk of the 
Philadelphia 
subtreasury, who 
first 
brought the counterfeits to the attention 
of the department, stated a few even­ 
ings ago that he saw a note a few weeks 
since which reminded him very mach of 
the counterfeits, and it is his impres 
Bion that the spurious certificates have 
been afloat for several weeks. 
Of the 118, OOO, OOO in the Chicago 
subtreasury, $1,600,000 is in $100 silver 
certificates. 
The subtreasury in St. 
Louis bas $1,750,000. 
It has beal the 
practice at these two offices to take the 
certificates and store them away, they be­ 
ing convenient aud not taking np much 
warehouse room in the vaults. The offi­ 
cials are awaiting anxiously the ship­ 
ments from St. Louis and Chicago, 
because if there are a considerable num­ 
ber of these bogus $100 certificates afloat 
they will doubtless manifest themselves 
in the great hoard of bills of that de­ 
nomination which is held in the sub­ 
treasuries of these cities. Comparative­ 
ly small amounts are beld in Washing­ 
ton and the other large cities, while it 
is estimated that New York holds only 
about $400,000. Thus far six of these 
$100 counterfeits have been brought to 
light in Philadelphia, one in Chicago 
aud St. Louis, and two in Washington, 
one in the treasury cash and the other 
in the National Bank of Washington. 
No trace whatever of the counterfeit­ 
ers has yet been unearthed. Chief Hazen 
of the secret service bureau went to 
Philadelphia a few days ago. The en­ 
tire force of the office has been turned 
loose on the case, but they have very 
shadowy clews to work on. The un­ 
pleasant discovery was made at the de­ 
partment that the counterfeits were 
printed from engraved plates, and not 
from plates made by any photomechan­ 
ical process. The experts at the bureau 
of engraving and printing, to whom the 
counterfeits were shown, pronounced 
the work to be of the very finest charac­ 
ter, such only as could be done by a man 
who had learned his trade from the 
ground up and who is a very painstak­ 
ing and careful workman. There are 
very few persons sufficiently expert to 
have engraved such plates known to the 
department. 
It is stated at the bureau of engraving 
aud printing that months of close appli­ 
cation would be required to produce 
plates such as were used in the manu­ 
facture of this $100 silver certificate 
aud that whoever did the work must 
have had the finest tools and a plant 
that would cost quite a sum of money 
Superintendent Johnson of this bureau 
was asked if it would not be possible for 
an impression upon tho orieinal plates 
to have been taken and spirited out of 
the building. 
He was Iniphatic in say­ 
ing that such a thing was impossible 
aud that if such a suspicion is harbored 
it might as well be dropped. 
At any 
rate it is now pretty well settled that 
an entirely new plate was made, micro* 
scopists discovering new variations in 
the details of the work from time to 
time. The secret service bureau will 
leave no stone unturned to discover the 
counterfeiter, as there will be no secur­ 
ity until he is safely behind the bars.— 
Washington Post.

PROPOSED TRAMPS' FARM. 


■•sate? Paver's Plaa For Dtse!>l!alag 
Maw York City's Tagvaate. 
The farm colony bill introduced in 
the senate of New York state recently 
by Mr. Pavey provides that New York 
city shall appropriate $100,000 for the 
establishment of an institution to be 
known as the Farm Colony For Va 
grants, governed by a board of Aw) mem­ 
bers, appointed by the mayor, with 
superintendent in immediate charge. 
This board may establish the colony any 
where in the state that it deems most 
deal Tabla 
The colony will consist of buildings 
and grounds, equipped with snob me­ 
chanical and other assistance as shall 
make effective the labor of the inmates. 
These inmates are limited to that cis 
of male persons who may be convicted 
in the oourts of New York city of va 
grancy or habitual drunkenness, bot 
who are not insane or mentally or 
physically incapable of being benefited 
by instruction in agriculture, borneol 
tore aud handicrafts. 
Magistrates in New York will have 
power to commit misdemeanants of this 
class between the agee of 16 and 80 for 
an indeterminate term, but the board 
may not retain a person so sent for a 
longer time than three years. It may 
parole the prisoner when there is a rea 
sonable probability that be baa reform 
ed, but until the expiration of the three 
years he will be in the legal custody 
and under the control of the board, lf 
be violates his parole or is about to 
lapse into vagrancy ar drunkenness, the 
board may issue a warrant for his arrest 
and return him to the farm oolony. 
Every inmate, in the discretion of 
the superintendent, shall receive com­ 
pensation for his work from the earn 
ings of the colony.—New York World.

MEADOW LANDS FOR PARKS. 


Mr. Church Suggested One Between dor­ 
my City nod Newark.

"Park Benefits." He declared that it 
bad been demonstrated that parks are 
immensely profitable as investments, 
that they increase the value of real es­ 
tate arouud them and reaolt in larger 
revenue from taxes. 
"It is one of the principles of park- 
making. " he said, "to take land which 
woald be difficult to use for any other 
purpose aud dangerous to the general 
health and eliminate its unsightly sud 
menacing character by converting it in­ 
to a pleasure ground. The Back Bay 
fens in the city of Boston are a good ex­ 
ample of this. For years they had lain 
as the Hackensack and Newark mead­ 
ows in New Jersey now lie, unsightly 
stretches iff un less laud, too insecure 
for tile erection of factories, too marshy 
fur the building of bouses. Tho m e t r o ­ 
politan park commission acquired them, 
aud by au inexpensive system of pump­ 
ing mud from the streams and lagoons 
and the erection of a drainage system 
has made them one of the must pie lur 
esque features of the park plan. " —New

The transportation problem to inter! 
or Alaska is one presenting many diffi 
unities not easy to overcome. Leslie D. 
Lawrence, a Denver man, bas been 
studying the proposition aud seems to 
have made a nearer approach to a solo 
ti on than any one. Mr. Lawrence bas 
had years of experience in the snow 
bound lumbering districts of Wisconsin 
and has an invention that not only pre 
scuts an easy mode of transportation 
after leaving Dyea, hut eau be put to 
various practical uses afterward. 
Mr. Lawrence’s plan of transportation 
consists of a simply constructed combi 
nation double toboggan or sled, oar! and 
shelter. In introducing his invention, 
for explanation Mr. Lawrence says: 
"Beginning at Dyea with the snow 
problem up the canyons, the sleds are 
brought into practical use. As a man 
eau ordinarily baul 600 pounds on a 
sled, two or more men can baul a great 
er load in proportion. 
With our sleds 
there is practically no limit to the car­ 
rying capacity. The motive power gov­ 
erns. The party is absolutely master of 
the situation at every point Loading 
their supplies on the sleds (including 
the cart), they proceed up the canyon to 
the steep mountain climbing, where the 
cart fills its first part on this journey. 
The wheels and axle are so constructed 
that they both turn, a spool attachment 
I’or the axle aud bandle attachment for 
rim of wbeols making a perfect one or 
two man windlass. Anchored to a tree, 
bowlder or anything solid, the loads aiv* 
soon and easily worked to the summit 
Then it is an easy journey down the 
mountain and canyon to the I aka. 
"The lakes and upper rivers are one 
vast sheet of ice. The sleds are coupled 
up like a train, all hands olimb on, 
mist a sail on the first or lead tied and 
glide over the ice at a rate governed by 
the velocity of the wind, down through 
the lakes to the rivers, having passed 
the most dangerous aud tedious part of 
our journey with ease and safety. 
"Arriving at the portage, with open 
river and rough water, again the cart 
comes in for its part As shown, simply 
the loaded sleds are balanced and haul­ 
ed over to the open river. Here they are 
unloaded and prepared for the water 
journey. Coupling up the sleds, the 
two long ones furnishing the ends and 
bottoms, the two abort ones furnish the 
ribs for sides, the fiat form of the cart 
mukes the oeoter coupling, the wheels 
come in for the important part of stem 
wheel propeller, using the cleats taken 
from the short sleds for paddles of 
wheel*. The crank shaft is long enough 
for three men to work at a time. 
With 
oat on bow to steer again we are mas­ 
ters of the situation for the rest of the 
water journey. 
If desired, they also 
equip the boats with ooh to five sets of 
oars and rudder. These boats, with com­ 
bined equipment, are particularly adapt­ 
ed to navigating the small inland rivers. 
Arriving at the destination the boat is 
readjusted for the inland journey as the 
occasion requires, either for snow, ice 
or portage. Arriving at the goldfield*, 
the contrivance is set up, using part of 
the frame aud canvas for a house. The 
long sleds form a practical slnioe box, the 
short ones rn rocker, or by reversing the 
long ones a most comfortable spring bed 
is formed, or may be used as a table. 
They are 2,4 to 8 feet wide, 6 to 8 feet 
long and 3 tar 8 feet high. If advisable, 
two or three of the party can take the 
curt or sled, or both, with supplies for a 
couple of weeks or more aud prospect 
the surrounding country, always pre 
pared to come aud go at will 
"The cart aaa windlass comes in good 
turn again if sinking to bedrock and 
working on those lines. 
"W ith the Lawrence combination the 
Kloudikur is monarch of the situation 
at every turn. These outfits are made 
for parties of 3 to 15 men. the runners 
aud ribs being of second growth hickory 
and the cleats selected white asb. The 
canvas for the boat covering is heavy 
goods, such as in used for hose, capable of 
stttudiiig ten times the strum that it cud 
possibly receive for this purpose. It will 
uot leak, is made iii form aud lits tie* 
frame perfectly. There is not a nail or 
screw in the whole construction, bolts 
being 
used exclusively, a monkey 
wrench being the only necessary tool in 
putting together or adjusting in any 
form. A frame and other compendiums 
constructed to carry five men and their 
outfit will uot weigh over 350 pounds, 
aud if a man wants to return from the 
diggings be bas something to get out of 
the country in and can travel anywhere 
with no expense." —Denver News.

New Y«rk, are herewith given: 
’Abe city with me largest and neairn- 
lest dairies. 
The city with the greatest number of 
prehistoric graves containing interest­ 
ing relics of vanished races. 
The city having the widest and most 
prolific fishing grounds (including shell­ 
fish) within its borders. 
The city where the best shooting as 
well us fishing may be found uud where 
the greatest variety of wild animals— 
birds, beasts, reptiles aud insects—may 
be found. 
The city with the best collection of 
skeletons of prehistoric American ani­ 
mals, aud the only city having valuable 
parts of the original simian progenitors 
of the huumu race. 
A measurement of a good map will 
show that the new city is 35 miles long 
from Mount bt. Vincent on the north to 
Totteuville on the sooth, as the crow 
flies. 
A journey over the route by any 
regular conveyance would be two or 
three miles longer. 
The width of the 
town from the North river at Fourteenth 
street to the inlet between Far Rock­ 
away bescb and Shelter island is a trifle 
over 19 miles, but the longest crosstown 
straight line that can be drawn is not 
far from 25 mile* 
The area of the city as measured by 
the engineers is 358.65 square miles, 
made up as follows: Old New York, 
88.85; 
Brooklyn, 
77.61; 
Richmond 
connty (Staten Island), 67.19; Flushing, 
29.65; 
Hemptead, 
17.86; 
Jamaica,

they are such an important part of it that 
there never would have been any city 
bere without them; for, of course, the 
port—the navigable waters within the 
arms of tho city—made a city possible.

Loudon, which has 688 miles.

third, with 297.

Columbus, Jan. 18.—[Special]—The 
senatorial agitation has overshadowed 
matters of legislation daring the open­ 
ing weeks of the assembly, but now the 
law makers will settle down to the 
grind. 
Hundreds of new bills are to be 
expected before the end of the month, 
and they will relate to all sorts of mut­ 
ters, from the change of a m an’s name 
to a radical revolution of the whole 
state government. 
Many of these bills ] ground, 
will become laws and many more will 
never get beyond the committee pigeon 
holes. 
The personnel of the legislature 
is made up of all sorts and conditions of 
men, and the halls of the assembly rn.nee 
a great forum for the man with an idea. 
He can exploit his hobby and create talk 
even if he accomplishes nothing more. 
The legislature is also a most democratic 
organization, for here the man of wealth 
is of no more influence or consequence 
than the poorest of members, if the poor 
man only bas brains enough to take ad­ 
vantage of his opportunities. 
Reform­ 
ers and theorists always make considera­ 
ble noise in the legislature, and it is not 
likely that the seventy-third will be an 
exception. Theee men generally pro­ 
pose laws for the reform of all the ains 
and ills of the world, and they never 
get discouraged simply because their 
bills do uot pass. 
They have pity on 
the benighted world that cannot see the 
light on their side. 
Already some legis­ 
lation of this character has made its ap­ 
pearance. bot on aoconnt of politics it 
has not been so prominent as at the 
opening of the session two years ago.

Other acts that 
are of a suspicions nature will also be 
attacked. A large proportion of the bills 
already introduced are for the repeal of 
some of theee laws, M d there is con 
siderable sentiment in favor of each 
action. This was made manifest when 
Mr. Bramley’s bill to repeal the Roger’s 
Af tv year franchise law was passed by 
the house on the third day of the ses­ 
sion, before any committee had been 
appointed and without a single vote 
against it. The bill will also pass the 
senate. 
The election laws, too, are marked for 
onslaught. Poor bills to repeal the Dana 
law have been in trod need, and there 
may be more to a>me. This law pro­ 
hibits the name of a candidate from be­ 
ing placed on more than out* ticket on 
the Australian blanket ballot, and was 
intended as a blow against fusionists. 
This seems to be a fusion legislature and 
is naturally opposed to any such re­ 
strictions. 
A bill to repeal the Hard law has also 
been presented. This requires every 
voter to mark his own ticket, without 
aid, unless blind, paralized, or otherwise 
| physically incapacitated. 
It operated to , 
I make an educational qualification for 
voters. 
Another effort will be to do 
away with the Garfield corrupt practices 
act, but when a bill for this pnrjMjse 
makes its appearance there will be a 
lively contest. 
Senator Garfield is still 
, in the assembly and ready to defend his 
pet measure. 
Along these same lines 
three bills have been presented to place 
all primary elections, in cities that have 
registration, under control of the boards 
of election.

USING OLO CANAL BEOS. 


LoBf Ba riff* lrrtffn*<»fi S y d r a la Ari rom* 
Uncovered. 
A western correspondent fnrniahes 
something doubly curious about (he en­ 
gineering resources of the ancient past, 
and the contriving abilities and re­ 
sources in the west in the present in­ 
dustrial era: 
"During my last visit to Arizona I 
mw iu the Suit river valley a sight that 
would strike a stranger as queer. A 
steam dredging scow, such as is used iu 
deepening rivers mid harbors for navi­ 
gation, was voyaging slowly and stead­ 
ily through a wide strip of arid desert. 
It wus started landward from Halt river 
and was excavating its own channel 
ahead, the river waters following and 
floating it as it advanced. Hut the work 
done Mas not, in fact, the making of a 
new channel, bat the digging out of au 
old one, the irrigating canal made by a 
civilized people that lived aud flourished 
and departed before recorded A men eau 
history began. That there was u time 
when this wide valloy, now being ugain 
redeemed to man, was a garden of 
pleuty, teeming with inhabitants, is 
shown by the extensive and regular sys­ 
tem of broad euuals leading from the 
river, through which water for irrigat­ 
ing was conveyed for oeuturies. 
With 
drifting sand aud earth these canals 
still are plainly indicated on the face of 
the ground, aud so skillfully were they 
planned aud built that modern engineer­ 
ing science applied to irrigation can do 
no better (ban retrace their course and 
restore them. 
What race laid out the 
canals and built the towns whose ruins 
are strung along the vulley is a ques­ 
tion not yet st ttied by archaeologists.

William Jackson, engineer of the 
Lake hbore general office building in 
Cleveland, is the inventor of a lamp 
wick which bids fair to revolutionize 
tbu kerosene lamp trade if the illumi­ 
native results he obtains through its 
use are any criterion. 
For more than a year he has been at 
work on some sort of a device to enable 
the ordinary lamp to afford more light 
than it usually does. This he believes 
be has succeeded in Auding. That his 
view is shared by a number of other 
people is evidenced by the fact that he 
has been approached by a number of 
moneyed men who arc anxious to pur­ 
chase the pateut he has applied for or to 
secure an interest in the manufacture of 
the device. 
Mr. Jackson's wick is nothing more 
or less than the ordinary one in ase on 
the burning end of which is attached a 
piece of wire gauze perhaps one inch in 
length. A quarter of an inch of the 
gauze is lapped uround the wick, aud 
in the remaining portion is placed a 
thin layer of asbestus, leaving a slight 
air chamber between the end of the 
wick and the asbestos filling. 
The principle on which the wick acts 
is that gas is generated from the kero­ 
sene after the wick is heated slightly. 
Then a beautifully clear white flame is 
produced which is equal iu illuminat­ 
ing power to 
jet and is much whiter, 
absolutely smokeless, as perfect com­ 
bustion is assured. 
The particular feature of the wick is 
that it never needs trimming aud is 
practically 
indestructibla 
Ordinary 
kerosene is burned in the lamps, aud 
wicks for any style of lamp may be fit 
ted with it. 
It is the intention of Mr. Jackson and 
his partners to plain) the wiek in the 
market before the Isl of February, aud 
a company is being formed to nmnufac- 
lure them. A location for a factory has 
already been secured.

What ie written is written. Let ne 
consider the practical aspect of the Chi­ 
nese question. 
The United States can never be in- 
tensible to what is taking place in the 
east. The development of our Pacific 
empire depends upon the closest com­ 
mercial relations with the east. These 
will increase tenfold with the construc­ 
tion of the Nicaragua canal, as much 
the duty of the twentieth as that of the 
Pacific railway was the duty of the 
nineteenth century. 
We are deeply concerned in the au­ 
tonomy of China and Japan. The natu­ 
ral tendency of the oriental trade is to­ 
ward our Pacific commonwealths, and 
unless this trude is safeguarded it will 
pass into a stage of arrested develop­ 
ment. Whatever we may think of Chi­ 
nese barbarism or western aggression, 
the question is no longer one of senti­ 
ment, but of common sense.

lad has told France when Egyptian as­ 
cendency is in debate, that as we took 
no purl in the civilization of the east 
we shonld have no part in eastern af­ 
fairs? France refused to participate in 
the bombardment of Alexandria, and 
therefore lier voice is silent in Egypt. 
We shall have no share in the partition 
of China, and nothing likewise remains 
but silence. 
Without anticipating a spirit of ad­ 
venture aud keeping shy of any policy 
of entangling antagonisms as faithfully 
as in obedience to Washington's precept 
we avoid entangling alliances, 
we 
should maintain lo the east an attitude 
of vigilant and active neutrality. 
All we crave is success in the markets 
and fields of China. This was our poli­ 
cy when we put upon Japan the gentle 
bot finn pressure which opened her 
gates to the argosies of the world. Un­ 
der Commodore Perry it was an inter­ 
vention, we may even say an armed in­ 
tervention, in the cause of commerce. If 
we were not Indifferent to the continued 
sealing up of the ports of Japan against 
trade, bow can we be indifferent to the 
sealing up of Chinese ports as a conse­ 
quence of the fiartition of China? 
It will be said that American inter­ 
ests are so bound up with those of the 
western powers that there can be no 
gain to them without a corresponding 
gain to us, that while Russia aud Ger­ 
many shako the tree we may stand by 
with open baskets and have oar share of 
the falling fruit. The affairs of men are 
not governed by these gentle laws, and 
that nation fares best which watches 
longest. It would be an abrogation of 
our rights as a commercial people, a 
neglect of our duties to our great Pacif­ 
ic commonwealths, to remain without 
a logical policy in the east. 
Here, in a compact form, you have 
one of the greatest empires in the world. 
Even with Alaska added to oar domain, 
China is 700,000 square miles larger 
thun the United States. A single prov­ 
ince, bat 10,000 square miles larger 
thou California aud 100,000 square 
miles smaller than Texas, coutains al­ 
most as large a population as the Unit­ 
ed States. The Mas and rivers make it 
one of the most fertile as it is among 
the most salubrious of countries. To 
the advantages of nature, the soil ripe 
with rice aud the waters teeming with 
fish, we owe tho vast population. A 
compact empire, containing every ele­ 
ment necessary to life, it may close its 
gates to mankind and want for nothing 
that maiikiud can give. 
For centuries it hat lived, in its own 
fashion, with its literature and art, its 
laws and customs, solving the problem 
of a civilization which was vital when 
that of Rome was dormant. In the coarse 
of events we have become drawn to it, 
until our material interests are alone 
surpassed by those of England and Ja­ 
pan. and grow from year to year. 
It is wise on our part to heed such an 
expression of opinion as that of Li'Hung 
Chang. If China fails under the pressure 
of western powers, who can foresee the 
consequences! There ie no chance of ar­ 
raying race against race, aa England did 
in India. There are no creeds or hatreds 
that can be fanned into a spirit of re­ 
venge. The Chinaman in Canton may 
speak another dialect from the China­ 
man of Pekiug, but he la a Chinaman 
all the same. 
It would be a graver task than even 
the lightest and most valiant cruiser 
would iuvoke to attempt in China the 
policy of Clive aud India. China can be 
reached by patience, example and time. 
If we are impatient that more has not 
been done, remember what has been 
done by such a mao aa Ll Hung Chang; 
that we deal with the glacier rather 
than the avalanche; that there are prob­ 
lems ct overpopulation, for instance, 
that may well give pause to the wisest 
statesmanship 
It may be tho end. Perhaps it is the 
end. I am loath to think ao. I recall the 
idea of Sir Harry Parkas. There is that 
in the Chinese problem which even half 
a century of farseeing statesmanship

China, the resources in men alone, tb« 
temperance, he frugality, the fatalism 
which may be trained iuto the courage 
of desperation aud fanaticism.

Reflect upon the possibil 
ities of such a genius as from time to 
time has arrested tho destinies of a peo­ 
ple, dealing with China as a military 
and mathematical problem. 
Con-pel 
these people to abandon the /aith which 
bas made them, to their sorrow, dis­ 
memberment uud shame, lover* of pear*. 
Give them the supreme alternative, and 
there is that in Asiatic conditions which 
may make a strange dream come true. 
Therefore it is wise to look beyond 
the pomp amt glamour of tho German 
war lord as be til eases his crusade to the 
wise. pathetic statesman who rules 
China. Aud, finally, it is not alone wise, 
but what is duo to our prestige aud in­ 
terests in the east, and especially our 
Pacific commonwealths, to mail tain a 
neutrality of vigilance and resolution- 
resolute in minding our own affairs, but 
no less so in safeguarding them from 
the contingencies of wars of adventure 
or the consequences of the selfishness or 
indifference of those who propose the 
elimination of China from her place 
among 
tho nations.—John

Mason Considers It a 
ach*iii* For th* Paris Show. 
Senator Mason will soon prepare and 
introduce a bill in the senate providing 
for a special appropriation for a corn­ 
meal exhibit at the Paris exposition.

In Germany be 
was quite successful, and "Murfybrod, ” 
or “ Murphy bread,” made from a half 
and half mixture of flour and cornmeal, 
became so popular that the agrarian in­ 
terest there managed to have the tariff 
rates raised so as to check its importa­ 
tion.—Chicago Times-Herald.

“ HON. ANDREW JACKSON. ” 
The burklione of the Indian tribes 
hostile to the whites having been broken 
by a successful expedition in 1784, from 
that year dates the phenomenal pros­ 
perity of Tennessee, in which also Jack­ 
son shared. 
His business increased 
enormously, and as there was but little 
money in the country he took puy for 
bis services in lands at an average 
price of $J per acre, thus becoming 
wealthy in realty, and in 1794 acquir­ 
ing 640 acres of that magnificent prop­ 
erty subsequently known as The Her­ 
mitage. 
In the year 1796 Tennessee was ad­ 
mitted to the Union, an event wbich 
the people of that state have so recent­ 
ly and gloriously celebrated. Such was 
the prominence of heir first solicitor that 
Tennessee decided to make him also her 
first and only representative to the na­ 
tional congress, and he soon set out on 
horseback for Philadelphia, a distance 
of nearly 800 miles, reaching the seat 
of government the first week in Decent 
ber. 
This was his first emergence from the 
backwoods region where be bad fought 
so strenuously and eagerly within his 
narrow limitations, and the Hon. Al­ 
bert Gallatin described him a a a "tall, 
lank, uncouth looking personage, with 
long black locks of hair Bilging over 
his face and a queue down his back tied 
with an eel-akin; his dress singular, 
his manners aud deportment those of a 
backwoodsmen. ” 


the party of the opposition. But he al­ 
so voted against all foreign aggression 
aud resistance to foreign influence. 
He 
served in the senate from November, 
1797, to April, 1798, when be resigned 
bis seat in order the more attentively 
to devote himself to bis great and grow­ 
ing trade in n it, negroes mud provi­ 
sions. As the energetic partner in tbs 
firm of Jackson, Coffee & Hutchings 
and the owner of a fine plantation of 
constantly expanding acres he then had 
but little time to devote to politics. 
The company’s store was at a place 
called Clover Bottom, seven miles from 
Nashville and four from The Hermitage, 
and there they dealt in dry goods from 
Philadelphia, grindstones, gunpowder, 
hardware and cow bells, taking in ex- 
vhauge the produce of the oountry, such 
ss corn, wheat, tobacco, pork, skins aud 
furs, which they sent down the Cum­ 
berland and Mississippi to Natchez and 
New Orleans. They also sent an occa­ 
sional consignment of "likely niggers" 
down the river, for the senator did 
something in the way of raising human 
live stock as well as of blooded horses, 
which latter he rained highly and 
raced occasionally. Jackson was then 
and always after a slave owner, and in 
a sense a slave dealer, having no scru­ 
ples about either owning or selling. 
"H is honesty was unquestioned, his 
credit good all over the western ooun­ 
try, and his indorsement on any paper 
as good as gold in hand.” 
It was shortly after he had served as 
senator in 1798 that he had that absurd 
quarrel with General Sevier, about 
which time also befell outw ith his old 
friend, Judge McNairy, with whom be 
bail first come to Tennessee, and to 
whom, it was always said, he was in­ 
debted for the first stepping stoue to his 
subsequent greatness, the position of 
public prosecutor. After his return he 
was elected to a seat on the supreme 
bench, and for six years thereafter was ( 
entitled to the distinction of being call- : 
sd Judge Jackson, though it is not on 
record that any of his decisions have 
been preserved for their value as prec 
eden ta. 
The end of the centner finds Judge 
Andrew Jackson an eminently prosper­ 
ous aud honored citizen, having ad­ 
vanced by bmps and bounds from the 
comparatively humble position of aulic-

From that period of 
embarrassment, it is said, date his 
hatred of debt and his deeply rooted 
distrust of all banking establishments. 
80 late as 1804 lie disposed of 85,000 
acres of wild land, paid the last dollar 
of his indebtedness and removed from 
the old blockhouse at Hunter's Hill to 
the new aud more commodious Hermit­ 
age. 
The unstinted hospitality of The Her­ 
mitage, where good Aunt Rachel filled 
so happily the part of Lady Bountiful, 
was shared in May, 1815, by no less a 
personage thau Colonel Aaron Burr, 
then on his first tour of the great aud 
little known western country. Judge 
Jackson already knew him, uud so rode 
over to Nashville, where Burr was be 
ing eutertaiued at a public dinner, and 
took him back to his home. These two 
distinguished men finding themselves 
in accord on the questions of Spanish 
encroachments, the free navigation of 
the Mississippi, etc., there ensued com­ 
mercial relations by which Jackson. 
Coffee St C a , built five large boats tor 
a certain mysterious expedition, the re­ 
sponsibility for which act, when the 
Burr affair was subsequently ventilated, 
the head of the firm promptly repudi­ 
ated.

th e Treader? R ecently—-Work on th e B ill 
Ie o f th e Plaeet Character. 


The treasury officials are still greatly 
worked up over th at $100 counterfeit 
silver cffrtiflcate. One of these counter 
felts turned up in a package of bills 
which was received recently from the 
Chicago subtreasury, and there was an ­ 
other in the St. Louis batch, and still 
another in the Philadelphia budget, 
w hile one was brought to light in the 
cash of the National Bank of W ashing­ 
ton, one of the oldest institutions in 
the capital 
It is the belief of the de­ 
partm ent officials th at a gang w ent to 
work sim ultatieouly in all of the large 
cities, and it is purely a m atter of spec­ 
ulation as to when 
it 
commenced. 
Mr. Cremer, the assorting clerk of the 
Philadelphia 
subtreasury, 
who 
first 
brought the counterfeits to the attention 
of the departm ent, stated a few even­ 
ings ago that he saw a note a few weeks 
since which reminded bim very much of 
the counterfeits, and it is his im pres­ 
sion th at the spurious certificates have 
been afloat for several weeks. 
Of the $18,000,000 in the Chicago 
subtreasury, $1,500,000 is in $100 silver 
certificates. 
The subtreasury in St. 
Louis has $1,750,000. 
It bas been the 
practice at these two offices to take the 
certificates and store them away, they be­ 
ing convenient aud not taking up much 
warehouse room in the vaults. The offi­ 
cials are aw aiting anxiously the ship­ 
ments from St. Louis and 
Chicago, 
because if there are a considerable num ­ 
ber of these bogus $100 certificates afloat 
they w ill doubtless m anifest themselves 
in the great board of bills of that de 
nom ination which is held in the sub 
treasuries of these cities. Com parative 
ly small amounts are beld in W ashing 
ton and the other large cities, w hile it 
is estim ated that New York holds ouly 
about $400,000. 
Thus far six of these 
$100 counterfeits have been brought to 
light io Philadelphia, one in Chicago 
and S t Louis, and two in W ashington, 
one in the treasury cash and the other 
in the N ational Bank of W ashington. 
No trace whatever of the counterfeit­ 
ers has yet been unearthed. Chief Hazen 
of the secret service bureau w ent to 
Philadelphia a few days ago. 
The en­ 
tire force of the office has been turned 
loose on the case, bat they have very 
shadowy clews to work on. 
The un ­ 
pleasant discovery was rn ado at the de­ 
partm ent that the 
counterfeits were 
printed from engraved plates, and not 
from plates made by any photomechan­ 
ical process. 
The experts at the bureau 
of engraving aud printing, to whom the 
counterfeits were shown, 
pronounced 
the work to be of the very finest charac­ 
ter, such only as could be done by a man 
who had learned his trade from the 
ground up and who is a very painstak­ 
ing and careful workman. 
There are 
very few persons sufficiently expert to 
have engraved such plates known to the 
departm ent. 
it is stated at the bureau of engraving 
aud printing that months of close appli­ 
cation woald be required to produce 
plates such as were used in the m anu­ 
facture of this $100 silver certificate 
aud that whoever did the work m ust 
nave had the finest tools aud a plant 
tbut would cost quite a sum of money 
Superintendent Johnson of this bureau 
was asked if it would not be possible for 
an impression upon the original plates 
to b a \e been taken and spirited out of 
the building. 
Ile was Emphatic iii say­ 
ing that such a thing was impossible 
aud th at if inch a suspicion is harbored 
it m ight as well be dropped. 
At aiiy 
rate it is now pretty well settled that 
an entirely new plate was made, micro- 
soopists discovering new variations iii 
the details of the work from tim e to 
time. 
The secret service bureau will 
leave no stone unturned to discover the 
counterfeiter, as there w ill be no secur­ 
ity until he is safely behind the bars.-— 
W ashington Post.
